EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Favorable reports come from 
Washington Territory, whose vast 
forests of valuable timber furnisb 
un article of export that is wanted 
in all parts of the world.

The negroes are 
panic-stricken, burrying hither and 
thither seeking places of security 
against the relentless water. Desper- 
ate efforts are being made to maintain 
the levee intact. The general opinion 
is that the maximum of last year will 
be thrown into the shade by the water 
now in sight and sure to come. The 
situation is critical. 

Fitzhugh levee, five miles soyth of 
this city, gave way last night, and the 
crevasse this morning 6 over a hun- 
dred yards wide, and increasing rap- 
idly.

be inundated. Other levees are being 
strengthened, but it is not believed 
they can stand another foot of water.

PRAIRIE BIRDS. 


A Short Chapter on Sake-brash 
. Sport. 

| As the sage hen in this section 
greatly resembles the grouse, says 

a Battle Mountain correspondent of 

the Sacramento Bee, I write to-day 


its. In color they area trifle darker 
than the grouse, and have black 
spots or speckles on them; and dre 
just a trifile smaller} and in habits 
are nearly directly opposite. They 
Me exsentially a sage hen, and like 
to feed 
the Summer, and are not often 
found near water except in tle ex- 
treme heat of the day, when they 
sometimes lie along the banks of 
the valley streams ih the shade. 
They breed in the Spring very 
muchas the grouse does, but in- 
stead of going up the mouutalns 
they descend to the valleys and re- 
main there until the cold drives 


them to their winter bome, which 
will be upon some high, bleak 
mountain top, where ‘the wind 
blows the snow off, leaving it bare. 
On these bald peaks lives the sage 
hen in Winter, partly on account 
of the facility for food and partly 
for protection from wild animals; 
and it is useless to try to find sa 
hneus ju the Winter, You might 
find a straggler whose parent was 
killed and left him without ia- 
structions as to Winter protection, 
but never many of them. It is 
very singular that the male birds 
live ten outof the twelve months 
on these bald peaks. They are shy 
old fellows, and only descend to the 
valleys in the breeding season— 
March, April or May—and they re- 
turn to the peaks, remaining until 
Spring oath. 

I often hear cowboys tell of the 
large flocksof sage heus on different 
mountains in the Summer. I then 
know the breeding season is over 
and that thé old cocks have flocked 
to their favorite haunts to keep 
bachelors’ hall until Winter comes, 
when their mates join them from 
the valleys. It is hard work to se- 
cure a good bag of these hardy old 
chaps, as they are very wary aud 
careful, and lie poorly to the do ; 
Not so with their sisters in the val- 
leys. The latter are nearly fools, 
and with a good dog in August, 
September and October, it is an 
easy matter to extinguish a whole 
flock in a short time, as they are 
very tame. They are easily killed, 
as they fly slow and straight, much 
like the eastern prairie chicken, 
making a whistling cooing noise as 
they rise. They are poor eating at 
best, and should in all cases be 
drawn before they are cold, other- 
wise they taste of the .
